Manufacturers Next. 

When the wholesalers are finished 
with a survey of the productive and 
manufacturing — induwstriés will be 
undertaken. The forms are now 
printed, and Mr. Langford is making 
out a mailing list for that series. 

The survey is being made for the 
purpose of obtaining detailed informa- 
tion regarding the business, with a 
view to finding out whether it is ex- 
vanding or otherwise, whether there 
is a chance for its carrying an increas- 
ed number of men, what its financial 
state and prospects are and its condi- 
tion, generally. It is needless to say 
that this information is absolutely 
confidential, 

The next information sought is in 
regard to the employees, the number 
and the variety and type of educa- 
tional and commercial training and 
other qualifications required by each 
xroup of employees, It will enable 
un idea to be obtained of the ultimate 
opportunities there will be for em- 
ployment, 

May Modify School Work. 

Still othér information will be with 
reference to the geneval.and special 
education of the men now employed. 
The training in which beginners enter- 
ing the business are lacking will be 
disclosed, and this will lead to the de- 
vising modifications in the general 
plan of school work which would be 
helpful. These modifications might 
go forward concurrently with the pre- 
sent studies or might be taken in night 
schools. 

Lastly, the survey will receive 
gseneral suggestions and points of view 
by men in the business with regard to 
employment and thé relationship of 
the educational system thereto.
